CHICAGO, Aug. 20.—The Fed- 
eral Government was reported to- 
day to have taken a hand in inves- 
tigations of purported police-gang- 
ster alliances in Chicago. 

In the United States Attorney’s 
office, it was learned, were records 
of police Captains with huge bank 
accounts and living far beyond their 
annual .$4000 salaries. 

Charges that countless dollars 
from liquor. gambling 
have reached police pockets in re- 
cent years form the basis of the in- 
vestigation. There is a possibility, 
Federal authorities indicated, that 
former city officials and politicians 
may be embarrassed by the disclos- 
ures. 

Seeking Tax Evasion Evidence. 

Charges on which. the Govern- 
ment will attemyt prosecution will 
be evasion of income taxes-—the 
same grounds that sent Al Capone 
and several followers to peniten- 
tiaries. Much of the ~- evidence 
against several of the police Cap- 
tains was reported to have been 
gathered by a Cook County grand 
jury which looked into graft 
charges a year ago. 

The Federal inquiry was the last 
undertaken by District Attorney 
George E. Q. Johnson and was 
practically ready for presentation 
to a grand jury when he was pro- 
moted last weel: to a Federal 
Judgeship. It will be concluded by 
Dwight H. Green, the 35-year-old 
prosecutor who succeeded. Johnson. 

Evidence was reported today to

$500 a Week to Captains. 

Prosecutors said at that time 
they had evidence of six police 
Captains receiving $500 a week and 
up for gangster gambling conces- 
sions in their districts.

Both sides hinted at 
charges of graft. 

Charges and  counter-charges 
have been made in many other 
cases and dozens of investigations 
have been started: But the oné now

Barlier in the week the Associa- 
tion Against the Prohibition 
Amendment not only came out for 
unconditional repeal, but an- 
nounced the election of Jouett 
Shouse, former executive chairman 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, as president of the associa- 
tion. The declaration amounted to 
an indorsement of the Democratic 
position as against the moderately 
wet position taken by President 
Hoover in his acceptance speech, 
and the still drier plank adopted 
by the Republican national con- 
vention two months earlier at the 
President's insistence. 

The Crusaders, made up of sev- 
eral hundred thousand of the 
younger opponents of prohibition, 
have déclaréd for unqualified re- 
peal, and are expected, not only 
to indorse the Democratic ticket, 
but to campaign for it’ actively. 

Curtis’ Speech Helps Wets. 

Vice-President Curtis’ action in 
declaring .against.. repeal in. .his 
speech of acceptance has strength-.

Hoover’s Acceptance Speech by Assailing 
“New Economics” of Last Four Years. —

| text of Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt's presidential campaign ad- 
dress delivered before Ohio Democrats here today, follows: : 


When I opened my campaign in 
Chicago seven weeks ago I spoke 
briefly and plainly of the issues 
of this campaign. Following that 
address I outlined to the people of 
the country the platform of my 


es party. In the order of logic I 


should devote this address to the 
Republican platform and _ the 


‘ speech of acceptance of my oppo- 


nent. I find it necessary, there- 
fore, not only to discuss these 
statements, but to consider them in 
the light of Republican policies and 
promises of the past few years. To 
do so without severe criticism is 
impossible. ’ 

I regret this necessity. Destruc- 
tive criticism is never justified for 
its own sake, But to build we must 
first clear the ground. We must 
find out why the present Repub- 
lican leadership built-so unwise- 
ly. We must determine the causes 
that made e old’ structure col- 
lapse. We must take borings to 
determine the necessary character 
of the foundation. To justify our 
right to build we must show not 
only a sound plan, but why, in 
contrast, this plan offers the hope 
of better things. | ; 
Parties Agreed 

on Major Issue. 

Both platforms and the speeches 
of acceptance of both candidates 
at least have agreed upon one 
thing; that the major issue in this 
campaign is the economic situation. 
The people are now asked to judge 
whether the present administra- 
tioh has been wise in its economic 
policies, as revealed in the Presi- 
dent’s statements and actions. Only 
in this sense is this criticism di- 
rected at an individual. 

I propose to show that this lead- 
ership misunderstood the forces 
which were involved in the eco- 
nomie life of the country; that it 
encouraged a vast speculative boom 
and that when the reckoning came 
the administration was not frank— 
not honest—with the people, and 
by blundering statements and ac- 
tions postponed necessary read- 
justments. This prolonged and 
deepened the depression. 

Much of our trouble came from 
what the President described as “a 
new basis in Government relation 
with business; in fact, a new rela- 
tionship. of Government with its 
citizens.” His serious purpose is, 
in his own words, “to set up a sys- 
tematic organization of the whole 
business community.” The fact 
that he believes this policy defi- 
nitely affects business he has as- 
serted many times. For exaraple, 
in taking credit for the expansion 
of export trade, he said, “it is not 
chance, . . . Things like this dont 
happen.” Here is the case summed 
up in the President’s own words, 
At St. Louis in 1928 he said, “With- 
out the wise policies which the Re- 
publican party has made effective 
through the past seven and a haif 
years, the great prosperity we now 
ehjoy would not have been pos- 
sible.” Remember this, my friends, 
in the face of present assertions 
that Government cannot affect 
business conditions. If he claims 
to lead, he must take the responsi- 
bility of what the army does and 
where it goes.

This mobilization of business as 
the President practices it by pro- 
motion and advertising. methods 
will always be defective. His power 
to influence public opinion is great, 
but this driving will, as it has been 
well put, always be back-seat driv- 
ing—ineffective and dangerous. 

Apart from the futility and dan- 
ger of such interference the Presi- 
dent’s thought is a wide departure 
from the Republican tradition as 
voiced by President Harding’s slo- 
gan of less Government in bDusi- 
ness. Republicans everywhere 
should see this. It is completely 
alien to the traditions of his party. 
The coincidence of the two poiicies 
is as dangerous a mixture as fire 
and powder. This is the tragic 
folly of the past four years, 

Even before the election of Mr. 
Hoover a terrible race began be- 
tween the rising tide of bubble for- 
tunes in the stock market and the 
rising tide of unemployment. Mr.

new economics.” It was the hey- 
day of promoters, sloganeers, mush- 
room-millionaires, opportunists, ad- 
venturers of all kinds. In this mad 
whirl was launched Mr. Hoover's 
campaign, Perhaps foreseeing it, a 
shrewd man from New England, 
while in the cool detachment of the 
Dakota hills, had typed on a nar- 
row slip of paper, “I do not choose 
to run.” 

Foreign Loans 

and U. S. Surpluses. 

It was already obvious even to 
the administration that the forced 
production of our industry was far 
too great for our domestic markets. 
The President had to meet this 
fact and he did meet it by an au- 
dacious and fateful suggestion. We 
were to sell what he called “the 
constantly increasing surplus” 
abroad. But how could this be 
done in the collapsed state of 
world finance? He answered, “St 
is an essential part of the further 
ex on of our foreign trade that 
we should interest ourselves in the 
development of backward or crip- 
pled countries by means of loans.” 

Obedient to this suggestion, the 
United States, which had already 
loaned $14,000,000,000 abroad, was 
lending overseas at a rate of $2,- 
000,000,000 per year. Thus was 
produced in fact the crop of for- 
eign bonds which American invest- 
ors know to their cost. The old 


economics had gone out of busi- 


ness; to the suggestion that mass 
and machine production ultimately 
must destroy employment, the 
President simply observed, “This 
is the re-echo of a century ago.” 
And the new economics went mer- 
rily on. The agitation had already 
begun for the raising of protective 
tariffs according to good Repub- 
lican principle. _ There were pro- 
tests that you could not increase 
protective tariffs preventing for- 
eigners from selling and at the 
same time expect a greater expan- 
sion of our foreign trade. Said the 
President: “‘This theory was sound 
enough in the old days of barter.” 
And after discussing polyangular 
trade, he concluded: “This, I be- 
lieve, finally extinguishes the al- 
ready depleted importance of the 
theory that our tariff seriously 
damages the buying power of for- 
eign countries.”

Grundyism had its way; and Amer- 
ican industry, accelerated to a pace 
never before known, suddenly 
found the brakes locked. on a slip- 
pery road, The law of gravity did 
the rest. 

Warning Flags 

Flying in 1928. 

-Back in 1928 when the Repub- 
fican candidate told us that our 
prosperity was permanent and safe, 
red flags of warning were flying 
unheeded, 

For some years the collapse of 
farm prices had prostrated agri- 
culture with nothing done to help. 
In industry, larger industrial 
groups, mergers, holding com- 
panies, began to return fabulous 
paper profits; but the number of 
coporations reporting net’ income 
was steadily diminishing.

The “lift-yourself-up - by - your- 
own-bootstraps” theory was be- 
lieved; it appeared to work. People 
voted the exponent of the new eco- 
nomics into office and rushed into 
the markets to buy. Under the 
spell of this fable they sacrificed 
on the altar of the stock markets 
the frugal savings of a lifetime. 
Business men _ sincerely believed 
that they had heard expert advice 
and risked their solvency by a new 
burst of expansion. Bankers, trust- 
ing the words of the leaders of a 
party which had advocated sound 
money and sound credit, made their 
loans not wisely but too much. 
Common sense was hushed before 
the spell of an economic necroman- 
cy sponsored by Washington itself. 
‘Official’ Abolishing 

Of Poverty in 1928. 

Between the day when the abo- 
lition of poverty was proclaimed, 
in August, 1928, and the end of 
that: year, the market balloon rose 
30 cent. It did not stop. It 
went on, up and up, for many 
fantastic months—always up and 
up, until at last it was 80 per 
cent higher than the yair be- 
fore. These were as the figures 
of a dream. The balloon had 
reached the economic stratosphere, 
above the air, where mere man 
cannot survive. Then came _ the 
crash. The paper profits vanished 
overnight; the savings pushed into 
the markets at the peak, dwindled 
to nothing. Only the cold reality 
remained—the. debts were real— 
the only realities in the cold dawn 
of deflation amid a nebulous wel- 
ter of magnificently engraved cer- 
tificates not worth the cost of the 
artistic scroll work on them. 


‘Now came what I believe to be 
the real crime of the Republican 
administration. They Kad a sea of 
statistics at hand; but thé adminis- 
tration did not tell the truth. On 
Oct. 25, 1929—the day after the 
big break—the President observed: 
“The fundamental business of the 
country, that is production and dis- 
tribution of commodities, is ‘on a 
sound and prosperous basis.” After 
further violent breaks, he insisted: 
“There is no reason why business 
could not be carried on as usual.” 
On Dec. 3, the President sent a 
message to Congress: “The sudden 
threat of unemployment and espe- 
elally the ‘recollection of the eco- 
nomic consequences of previous 
crashes under a much less secure 
financial system, created unwar- 
ranted pessimism and fear. We 
have re-established confidence.” 
And again, with/what seems now 
likely ghastly humor, the speech 
continued, “I wish to emphasize 
that during the past year (1929) 
the nation has continued tq grow 
in strength. Our people have ad- 
vanced in comfort.” Meanwhile 
common citizens in their family af- 
fairs and industrial and commercial 
agencies, began to trim their sails. 
The President disapproved of this. 
prudence. He attacked what he 
called “a tendency to pause in their 
plans for continuation and expan- 
sion of business.” “I have,” said 
he, “instituted systematic and vol- 
untary measures of co-operation 
‘with the business institutions and 
with the state and municipal au- 
thorities, to make certain that the 
fundamental business of the coun- 
try shall continue as usual.” On 
March f 1930, came the classic re- 
mark of the whole depression. Said 
the President to the press: “All 
the evidence indicates that the 
worst effects of the crash upon un- 
employment will have passed dur- 
ing the next 60 days.”

Mr. Havenga of South Africa re- 
marked that nobody was under the 
illusion that he was going home 
with everything he wanted, and 
said he felt Bennett must have 
had the patience of Job, to carry 
the conference through to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

During this colloquy, Baldwin 
commented that Canada had no 
monopoly of Jobs, and Coates, tall, 
bronzed and gallant, leaped into 
the breach with an expression of 
hope that the accomplishments of 
the conference might prove a turn- 
ing point in the affairs “of a’ sad 
and troubled world.” Sir Attul 
Chatterjee invited: everybody to 
comie out to India and enjoy its 
hospitality, and Moffatt said some- 
thing inaudible to anyone except 
the conferees. 

The principal address of the 
gathering was delivered by Bennett 
in reply to the enconiums of his 
colleagues. . Receiving his quid pro 
quo of the silver platter like the 
one received by Baldwin, he said: 

“There have been moments when 
I have been impatient and intol- 
erant. At least you have forgiven 
me for these human failures, and 
realized the warm intentions I had 
in giving effect to qualities you 
say your ‘chairman possesses, but 
which he knows that he does not.” 

He then appraised the results of 
the conference. “The agreements 
signed today,” he said, “constitute 
a definite adyance toward a closer 
empire economic association. Be- 
cause of this we may fairly lay 
claim to an achievement greater 
than that which any other confer- 
ence can boast. The fundamental 
difficulty heretofore preventing the 
consummation of an agreement 
founded on the principle for which 
we have stood has now been re-

he said, “prociaim not only a grow- 
ing spirit ef co-operation within 
our empire, but as well the nature 
and extent of our material re- 
sources. We have so marshalled 
these résOurces in many commodi- 
ties that we will hereafter’ be: self- 
sufficient. We have taken steps to 
develop, to the common advantage 
of empire countries, other com- 
modities. which heretofore were 
gathered from“world sources. We 
have indeed convinced ourselves 
that with sound management and 
just. division of @esponsibilities, we 
are each equipped to advance the 
interests of one another, and col- 
lectively to take a commanding 
place in the economic world.” 

After calling for a continuance 
of this course in the future, Ben- 
nett said: 

“May I close with this thought?” 

‘“y Am a British Subject.” 

“By our combined efforts we 
have shown that one-quarter of 
the world’s population of many dif- 
ferent racial] origins, professing 
many religious faiths, but main- 
taining common allegiance to one 
sovereign and one citizenship, can 
so. harmonize their views as to 
agree to promote their common 
prosperity. 

“In the days to come, millions 
of men and women, proud of that 
citizenship, will look upon the clos- 
ing scene of this conference, and 
hear what has been said, and then, 
as they go about their tasks, will 
be inspired with «higher courage 
and grimmer determination to un- 
dertake the discharge of their 
world-wide responsibilities. 

“They will appreciate as they 
have never done before the proud 
boast, though made in no boasting 
spirit, which the citizen of eld 
Rome made, a boast we too can 
make, the proudest boast that any 
man can make in all this world, 
the boast of a citizen of any of the 
individual dominions of this em- 
pire—‘I am a British subject.’” 


GIST OF EMPIRE 
* TRADE TREATIES 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Aug. 20.—The

All of these pacts are subject to 
ratification by the respective Par- 
liaments and there may be modi- 
fications of the various duty rates 
that have been proposed at the con- 
ference. ) 

Outstanding Accomplishments. 

These were listed as the out- 
standing accomplishments of the 
pariey at its final session: 

A British tariff of 6 cents a 
bushel on foreign wheat to pro- 
tect Empire wheat. 

A British tariff of possibly 4 
cents a pound on copper; and a 
20 per cent preference on Empire 
lumber. 

These duties are to be buttressed 
by British legislation which will 
make sure that the advantages to 
the dominions resulting from them 
will not be erased by “state-con- 
trolled competition,” or the dump- 
ing of products into the ‘United 
Kingdom below world price levels. 

Indéterminate advantages in Brit- 
ish markets were accorded Empire 
fruits, dairy and livestock prod- 
ucts—the latter chiefly by estab- 
lishment of quotas on chilled beef 
from Argentina and bacon from 
Denmark . 

In return the dominions—partic- 
ularly Canada—agreed 
British industrial products freer en- 
try and easier competition against 
foreign and domestic manufactur- 
ers in their home markets. Among 
the major American exports ex- 
pected to face keener competition 
to some degree are wheat, lumber, 
copper, coal, apples, automobiles, 
iron and steel products and certain 
cotton textile constructions. 

Canada and Australia looked for- 
ward to a virtual monopoly on the 
United Kingdom wheat and flour 
market as a result of Great Brit- 
ain’s promise to place a 6 cert 
tariff on foreign wheat and guar- 
antee its effectiveness by denying 
entry to “dumped” grain. 

In agricultural circles which 
hailed preferences on Empire 
wheat, cheese, apples and butter as 
a “victory for the Canadian farm- 
er,” it was estimated that from 
75,000,000 to 100,000,000 bushels of 
prairie wheat a year would be vir- 
tually assured a market in the Brit- 
ish Isles, 

The Imperial Policy. 

Salient points in the Imperial pol- 
icy here laid down included: 

A definite stand against the 
purchase of goods dumped in 
competition with Empire pro- 
ducts. 

The earliest possible with- 
drawal of ‘duties to equalize ex- 
change depreciation. 

The abrogation of any most- 
favored-nation treaties interfer- 
ing with Empire preferences. 

Refusal of the commonwealth 
nations to accept the principie 
that foreign countries effecting 
regional trade preferences may 
deny equal privileges to Empire 
countries with which they have 
unconditional most - favored- 
nation treaties. 

Co-operation with the interna- 
tienal Powers to restore an in- 
ternational monetary standard. 

Empire standardization of in- 
dustrial and agricultural pro- 
ducts to facilitate the exchange 
of commodities among com- 
monwealth nations... 

Continuation of the Empire 
marketing board to popularize 
commonwealth products in com- 
monwealth nations.

eclipse. Great flame-like promi- 
nences rise from the sun’s surface 
and long streamers of light extend 
far out into space. 

The corona is thought to consist 
of super-heated gases, and the pic- 
tures will help determine what the 
gases are, and furnish a clew to 
the materials of which the sun it- 
self is composed. The corona 
changes in shape during the 11- 
year cycle of increasing and de- 
creasing sunspots, and the photo- 
graphs may help show the reason 
for this. 

In order not to miss any of ‘the 
100 seconds of the total eclipse, 
the Navy's cameras will follow the 
sun across the sky by means of 
clockwork mechanism. In the 65- 
foot camera only the plate will 
move, on a carriage inside the 
camera itself. A mirror moved by 
clockwork will keep the sun’s 
image steadily fooused into the 15- 
foot camera. ‘The shorter cameras 
will move as units by clockwork. 

Timing of four contacts of the 
sun and moon during the eclipse 
will be another task of the Navy’s 
expedition. The contacts are: 
When the edges of the sun and 
moon first touch: when the sun 
disappears behind the moon; when 
it reappears again; when the 
moon’s retreating edge last touches 
the sun. The contacts, timed to 
the nearest second, are used to 
check the motion of the moon, 
knowledge important to astrono- 
mers. 

The navy’s eclipse station is on 
a 700-foot elevation ebtween Lim- 
erick and Limington, Me. The ex- 
pedition includes Capt. C. H. J. 
Keppler, three astronomers of the 
Naval Observatory, C. B. Watts, G. 
M. Ransford and G. C. Whitaker, 
and 15 enlisted men of the navy. 
The navy has sent expeditions to 
observe nine eclipses of the sun 
since 1900, four in the United 
States and five in foreign coun- 
ies.

SCIENTISTS 10 CREATE. 
FLOODS IN MINIATURE 


New U. S. Hydraulic Labora- 


tory to Study Problems 
of Water Flow. 


, , 
By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.— 
Miniature floods will tear small- 
scale river banks in advance tests 
on small models of great water 
projects as part of the work of the 
new national hydraulic laboratory 
soon to be put into operation here. 

Testing of how water behaves, in 
every form from tides eating away 
shore lines and floods devastating 
river valleys to more. peaceful 
flows through pipes and pumps 
will be the task of the laboratory, 
which is a part of the U. 8. Bur- 
reau of Standards. 

The maximum flow of water that 
can be produced in the laboratory 
is 300 cubic feet a second, about 
three times the flow needed to 
supply the city of Washington. It 
will have better facilities for ex- 
periments with water than any 
other such laboratory in the world. 
Its main flume alone will handle a 
flow of 112,000 to 135,000 gallons 

a. minute, 

Much money “could be saved an- 
nually if engineers knew more 
about the behavior of water, say 
laboratory officials. Pipe lines and 
flood spillways of dams often are 
made larger than necessary be- 
cause engineers are uncertain how 
much margin of safety is needed. 
Unnecessary margin represents 
needless expense, silt accoumula- 
tions in river and canal channels, 


and erosion of river banks might)! 


be reduced or prevented with bet- 
ter knowledge of how currents act. 

In seeking to learn how the wa- 
ter behaves in a certain section of 
a river or what will happen in a 
valley if a dam is built there, the 
laboratory’s experimenters can 
build actual scale models of the 
river channel or valley, and -run 
water through them at will. There 
is space on the two great open 
floors for models, flumes and sec- 
tions of test pipe up to 240 feet 
in. length. 

The first problem to be attacked 
by the laboratory will be how te 
reduce the loss of water pressure 
at the bends in large pipes. Water 
wil] be sent through great sections 
of pipe up to eight feet in diame- 
ter, such as are used in Western 
irrigation lines, to learn just how 
water flows in such pipes and how 
losses Of pressure can be cut down. 
If a way can be found to use 
smaller pipe to carry the same vol- 
ume of water the cost of such pipe 
lines will be reduced. 

A start already has been made 
on another problem—the right size 
for plumbing pipes in tall build- 
ings. It is thought that both verti- 
cal and horizontal drain pipes in 
such buildings often are larger and 
therefore more costly than neces- 
sary, because engineers are not 
sure how much water the pipes 
will 

Other studies planned for the 
laboratory include flow of water 
over d and under water gates, 
around bends in open channels, the 
laws governing the carrying of silt, 
erosion below dams and how ed- 
dies. affect the flow of water at 
entrances and exits of water tun- 
nels and pipes.

Immediate widening of Third 
street downtown, without waiting 
opportunity to carry out the central 
river front development, is recom- 
mended by Director of Streets and 
Sewers Breoks in his annua! report. 

“This office has continually rec- 
ommended immediate widening of) 
Third street, between Vine and 
Walnut streets,” he said. “While 
the proposed $50,000,000 river front 
improvement will eventually take 
care of this blighted district, the 
construction of a widened Third 
street will take care of our needs 
for several years to come. It 
would give unimpaired traffic cir- 
culation at the east end of such 
important streets as Market and 
Walnut on the south and Morgan 
and Franklin on the north.” | 

Taking up other thoroughfare 
needs, the report continued: “At- 
tention has been called in the past 
to the necessity of increasing the 
roadway width of Oakland avenue, 
between Skinker boulevard and 
Kingshighway. The present road- 
way is often saturated with traf- 
fic. When the “‘hew United States 
Highway No. 40 is constructed t10m 
Wentzville to Oakland and Skinker 
it will be absolutely necessary to 
have at least another 40 feet of 
paved road to the north of the 
street car tracks along -Oakland.

LAWS IN INTEREST 
UF REALTY OWNERS 


New U. S. Income Tax Provi- 
sion—Alabama and Michigan 
Consider Legislation. 


At the initiative of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
the last Congress passed a law 
which definitely secures to the tax- 
payer the privilege of adding taxes 
and other carrying charges to the 
cost of vacant or non-income pro- 
ducing real estate, for the purpose 
of computing the gain or loss@n 
the sale in the making of income 
tax returns. This law reverses the 
Internal Revenue Department’s in- 
terpretation of the law, and a de- 
cision of the United States Circuit 


taining the department in denying 
to a real estate firm, in a test case, 
the privilege of capitalizing carry- 
ing charges. 

The Alabama Real Estate Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards, in 
its recent annual convention has 
adopted the following program for 
tax action in that state. A, For im- 
mediate action: 1. That taxes be 
paid in installments. 2. That tax 
redemptions be made in install- 
ments. 3. That the fee system be 
abolished wherever it exceeds 
whatever would be the equivalent 
of a reasonable fixed compensation. 
4. That real estate, city and county, 
be relieved of both direct and ad 
valorem taxes for paving. 

B. As fundamental proposals: 
(1) Consolidation of the 67 coun- 
ties of the State into a number of 
districts not exceeding the present 
number of congressional! districts, 
with savings in salaries. (2) Segre- 
gation’ of various tax sources on 
the Virginia plan into those sub- 
ject to State taxes only, those sub- 
ject to local taxes only. Real estate 
would be made subject to local 
taxation only. (3) Placing of all 
roads under State control, with a 
primary and a secondary State sys- 
tem, financed by motor vehicle and 
gasoline taxes, these taxes to be 
devoted exclusively to such use, in- 
cluding use for paving in-cities and 
towns. 

Michigan will vote this fall on 
three amendments to the Constitu- 
tion of the State affecting real es- 
tate taxpayers. ‘They are: (1) To 
exempt from assessment up to 
$3000 all homes in which owners 
live. (2) To provide self-assess- 
ment for all property ona cash 
selling-price basis, fixed by the 
owner. (3) To limit levies on prop- 
erty to-$15 for al] purposes, as now 
provided in Ohio State’s constitu- 
tion. 

The self-assessment plan would 
become operative next year if ap- 
proved by the voters in the No-} 
vember election.

He said that for the 
first time in history such loans are 
now liquid in character, provided, 
of course, that they fall within the 
provisions of the new law as to dis- 
countability with the banks soon 
to be created.

tries. The inter-relation of these industries 
internationally probably explains why they 
can make such huge profita For example, 
Sir Basil Zaharoff, a Levantine Greek who 
dominated the French and British (and al- 
legédly the Krupp and Skoda firms) muni- 
tions industries, is known to have been large- 
ly instrumental in fomenting the Greek-Turk- 
ish, the Russo-Japanese and the Boer wars, 
profiting through sales of armaments to all 
sides.

Enaity in Europe for America 
Is Just a Myth, Mussolini Says; 
Has Plan for Economic Recovery 


Italian Premier Believes Restoration of Gold 
Standard Is Essential, and Also Removal 
of Tariffs and Other Trade Barriers. 


By BENITO MUSSOLINI. 
Premier of Italy. 
ROME, Aug, 20. 

F all the conferences held during the period of the peace treaties, 

namely from 1919 to the present—and they have been ex< 

ceedingly numerous—the Lausanne conference is undoubtedly 
the one which has achieved most practical results. 

However, even Lausanne was lacking the courage to dive to the 
rock bottom of the question, at least as regards European problems, ° 
But it cannot/ be denied that an important lap in the race toward @ 
common ideal has been won. 


On the other hand, the Geneva 
conference has closed, in my 
opinion, with a distinctly negative 
balance, ending, as it did, in the 
superficial and equivocal Benes 
declaration which was the result 
of underhand agreements and an 
anti-disarmament plot by that 
group of Powers captained by 
France, 
It is proposed to hold a. third 
conference in this year of 1932 in 
London, but I for one make most 
ample reservations as to its proba- 
ble results, despite the promised 
participation of the United States. 
These joint efforts, if accomplish- 
ed in perfect good faith; should 
place the sick world well on the 
way to economic convalescence. 
I say “the world,”’ not only Eu- 
rope. This magnificent work of 
united effort and solidarity can- 
not be put through successfully 
without the whole-hearted co-op- 
eration and good will of the Unit- 
ed States. 


Enmity Tales Rubbish. 


The idea that as a result of re- 
cent decisions some of the princl- 
pal states of Europe are bound to- 
gether in a sort of aggressive and 
united front against America is 
pure rubbish, the nightmare 
dreams of minds rendered morbid 
by chronic suspicions. 

Rather I should say that the 
contrary is the case. In fact, 
since the World War the group of 
European states have agreed to 
invite the great  trans-oceanic 
power to help work for general 
reconstruction in a_ spirit of 
friendly cordiality and human and 
social good will. 

It is thus fully recognized that 
the United States, a nation so 


utmost limit of endurance thd 
agreement reached at Lausanne 
canceled all reparations. - 

Facts have shown what unex« 
pected complications may arise 
from a solution which should be 
most simple and logical. The prese 
ent world crisis with closed face 
tories, the failures of banks, and 
half-starved children amply proves. 
we are not well equipped for the 
difficult art of guessing the fu- 
ture. 

We were told production would 
be stimulated by means of new 
systems and up-to-date methods 
in all branches of human activity, . 
which would notably increase in< 
dividual and collective wealth, 
thereby enabling debtors to pay 
off creditors with ever increasing 
facility. Quite the contrary, un- 
fortunately, has been the case. As 
the years went by we found that 
payment of debts, instead of be- 
ing facilitated, became daily more 
and more difficult. It cannot be 
denied every effort was made to 
adopt new systems and new methe 
ods, but even when they succeed~: 
ed it was impossible to place in-« 
creased production. 


The economic world was strick« 
en with dyspepsia. It could no 
lopger breathe and its lungs were 
irresponsive to the vital flame. 
Many years, a sad decennial of 
years, have been needed to teach 
us the tragic lesson that a great 
nation dragged to edge of failure 
will very probably drag other na- 
tions into the abyss. When great 
disasters occurred in the Danubi- 
an states they passed almost un- 
observed, but, nevertheless, they 
have dealt a formidable blow to 
the whole of Europe which did 
not react to the train of these mis- 
fortunes. It is essential that in-” 
ternational exchange of merchan-~ 
dise and monetary values be 
placed on a basis of sane equilib- 
rium.

* Included in the agenda of the conference are ques- 
tions of monetary and credit policy, exchange diffi- 
culties, the level’ of prices, the movement of capital, 
tariff policy, producers’ agreements, restrictions on 
exports, and other barriers to trade.. 

The conference will concern itself with “the vital 
need of facilitating the revival of international 
ie.” Excluded from its agenda, however, at the 
request of our Government, are the questions of repa- 
rations, war debts and specific tariff rates, “as dis- 
tinguished from tariff policy.” __ 

. This is the program, ‘What are the prospects of 
accomplishment within these rigid limitations? 

Certainly the questions which the United States 
has left open for discussion are matters of great: im- 
portance. The world has suffered from monetary and 
exchange troubles. Abandonment of the gold standard 
by leading commercial powers is unquestionably a bar 
Capital movements, too, have compli- 
cated the problems of international finance. Falling 
prices have everywhere depressed industry. Export 
restrictions have hampered trade, These problems 
are vital; their solution imperative. But can they 
be solved within the limitations which the United 
States has imposed upon the conference? It is our 
emphatic opinion that they cannot, 

Why have world prices fallen so precipitately? 
Why have national monetary systems broken down? 
Why have the exchanges been deranged? Why have 
leading powers been forced off the gold basis? It 
is not because the world’s gold supply is insufficient. 
It is because American tariff policy and American 
war debt policy combined to drain the debtor of their 
gold. It was American policy which forced down 
European prices. It was American policy, too, which 
forced England off the gold standard. Nor can any 
conceivable hocus-pocus with silver undo the damage. 

If the conference contents itself with a recom- 
mendation that silver replace paper in general circu- 
lation, it will merely saddle us with a wasteful and

If the conference does not discuss rate levels, it will 
be limited to the adoption of pious resolutions which 
mean nothing and commit nobody.

No one was 
so cruel as to suggest to them that 
there should be a world solidarity 
then. In fact, they even picked up 
the Birtish Empire in a fit of ab- 
sent-mindedness. 
Great Britain was ferfectly will- 
either to export shoes or to ex-/ 
rt shoemaking machinery, to ex- 
port textiles or textile-making ma- 
chinery. And, as you sell the ma- 
chinery to other countries, you in- 
vite them (and the invitation is ac- 
cepted in due course), when they 
get the machinery in, to shut out 
your manufactured products so 
they can sell their own. It is the 
most obvious thing in the world. 
and I suspect that all of the com- 
plaint against tariff restrictions, 
against quotas, against trade bar- 
riers of all kinds, will not prevail 
against the fact that when the in- 
dustry of another country reaches 
the point where it can supply the 
needs of its country for any par- 
ticular commodity, there is going to 
be some kind of refusal to admit 
the goods of a competifig country 
to that market. And all our efforts 
to break down the barriers must 
hurtle against that resistance. 


Foresees Lower Wages. 


If we could conceive of breaking 
down all these walls and the estab- 
lishment of some internationa] soli- 
darity which would open the world 
to the efforts of this industria] 
force which Prof. Toynbee fears to 
confine within national boundaries, 
we should only perpetuate that 
straight line economy, the hiring 
of workers at a low wage and sell- 
ing to wealthy classes at a high 
price. We should only increase 
competition, continue the bearing 
down of wages, and help perpetuate 
all the evils of the infancy of cap- 
italism, against which Socialism 
and Communism are natural reper-. 
cussions, 


Thus we come to the era of mass 
production which you may date 
from 10 or 20 years ago. It is a 
somewhat indefinite line, but at 
any rate it is a new factor, and 
very possibly the ifidication of the 
beginning of an era far more im- 
portant, far more significant, than 
the World War itself. I think most 
of us would agree that the indus- 
trial revolution is a more important 
event in history than the Napole- 
onic Wars, and I suspect that the 
arrival of this new factor in our 
economic life“is a more important 
event in the world’s history than 
the so-called Great War. 

The significant thing about this 
mass production, as about any 
other production, igs that it is per- 
fectly useless and valueless unless 
you can move its products away 
from the machine just as fast as 
they are produced. In other words, 
mass production demands for its 
very life a mass consumption, and 
mass consumption is possible only 
when the masses of the people are 
given the power to consume. This 
is the turn in the road which I 
suspect we have failed to notice 
and which has left us ‘driving on 
into this economic morass. 


Increase the Home Market. 


For the effect of this coming of 
mass production is that instead of 
beating against tariff walls of 
other nations, we have a market 
at home which is worth vastly 
more, which can be far more pro- 
ductive to the capitalist than chas- 
ing off to the top of the Andes to 
catch Bolivian Indians 
them millions of dollars so that 
they can buy our products and then 
not pay the loan. Why not spend 
this money at home and let our 
own people enjoy these things, in- 
stead of pursuing this will}o’-the- 
wisp of some buyer somewhere else 
who will give us & larger profit? 

There is no use seeking these 
consuming masses for our mass 
production abroad. If the, time 
has not atready arrived when the |. 
sum total of the world industrial | 
capacity can over-furnish, over- 
supply, all the economic aristocra- 
cies of the world, it will in the next 
fraction of a second or so on our 
world clock.

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You have sooner or later to face} 
the problem of adjusting your e¢o- 
nomics in.a mass production econ- 
omy: to the group, to the unit; cer- 
tainly a unit as Jarge as the Unit- 


We can proceed, then, 
pursuing the false ideal.of a world 
solidarity, which presupposes, as its 
foundation, an economy which is 
passing, or perfecting the possibili- 
ties of mass production. I am fot 
talking Socialism; I am not talk- 
ing Communism, I am not - talking 
a “planned economy.” I.am sim- 
ply talking about capitalism. mak- 
ing use of the new opportunities 
which have come to it through its 
own development of its own tech- 
nique. I am not abolishing prof- 
its. I should much rather see them 
go to new high levels along with 
the standard of living of the whole 
country. 

Many countries are not -so. 
equipped. Many of-them are too 
small. In many of them the in- 
dustrial structure is built, as En- 
gland’s has been, on the basis of 
exporting a great part of the out- 
put. England is already ‘making! 
adjustments to the new conditions. 
In the southeast of England there 
are smal] industries springing up 
which have enjoyed, even during 
the period of depression, almost a 
boom, because they are supplying 
local consumers in England itself. 
In other words, England is now in 
the process of readjusting the eco- 
nomic efforts so that it can supply 
its own 40,000,000 people to a 
greater extent than it has in the 
past with its own products and be 
less dependent upon its export 
trade. 

The smaller countries wfll very 
naturally have to be brought to- 
gether in units in which mass pro- 
duction can operate, but that is a 
different problem from erecting a 
world political organization. 


Forced Sales Not Good. 


I conceive that in a world so or- 
ganized, with these various units 
adjusting their economic activity 
to their own needs, a very large 
portion of the sources of interna- 
tional friction would be removed. 
We should no longer be fighting 
for markets abroad. All of this 
forced sale of our goods, in which 
we compete with each other, would 
give place to a foreign trade which 
was based on the demand to buy 
rather than the demand to sell. 
We should not have a huge build- 
ing covering a solid block in Wash- 
ingten devoted to helping our man- 
ufacturers sel] goods, in some 
country which does not want them, 
and in order to sell them we must 
buy dollar for dollar products of 
that country which we should pre- 
fer to make here. 

Foreign trade is a wholly un- 
economic process so far as forced 
sales are concerned. That part of 
international trade which is based 
on the things that we want will 
take care of itself. The people who 
send those goods in here are per- 
fectly’ willing to sell them to us: 
they are paid in dollars, they have 
to spend the dollars here to get 
any benefit out of them and the 
goods they buy are willingly re- 
ceived by them. That part of our 
foreign trade carries itself along 
without the aid of a Department 
of Commerce, and almost without 
the aid of a Department of State. 

With all of the nations operat- 
ing on an economic basis of that 
kind, you bring within the grasp 
of all the peoples of the world 
the thing they have been struggling 
for since the beginning of history, 
the solution of the problem of ma- 
terial security. 

Now my query is, would not 
America, by making a’contribution 
of that kind to the world, add in- 
finitely more to the world’s mate- 
rial welfare than by encouraging 
the vain pursuit of a wholly illu- 
sory solidarity?

With equal emphasis, he called 
for the removal of trade barriers 
that the nation might meet debt 
service totaling 1,500,000,000 marks 
(currently $357,000,000) a year. 

“Some days ago New York fi- 
nancial organs claimed that Ger- 
many still was flirting with the 
idea of reducing her private debts, 
especially in America, by a one- 
sided operation,” ‘said Warmbold, 
former diréctor of the German dye 
trust. 


beginning in July I stated that the 
German Government had not even 
considered reduction of private 
debts as regards either capital or 
interest. 

“Even at that time I observed 
| that the Reich Government would 
do everything humanly possible to 
render the Reich’s service on debts 
safe under all circumstances and 
that private German debtors would 
do all within their power to live up 
to their obligations. That still is 


‘my standpoint. 


“Tt cannot be denied, however, In 

the event the general deflation as- 
sumes still more severe aspects, 
that the disparity in value between 
money and goods and between old 
and new debts will increase. That 
is ‘why treatment of private in- 
debtedness is not a special German 
but an international question. It 
cannot therefore be clarified by an 
exchange of views between Ger- 
many and America alone. 
“The German Government al- 
ways took the standpoint that it is 
solely up to the German private 
debtors to negotiate with American 
and other foreign creditors when- 
ever they believe they no longer 
can meet service on their debts. 

“Governments concerned could 
interfere only jnsofar as, through 

measures of a political-economic 
nature, they might attempt to call 
a halt to deflation and thereby 
create sound foundations for the 
debt situation. 

“The governments also could con- 
tribute to alleviating debt service 
by removing the legal or other hin- 
drances obstructing an arrangeé- 
ment between creditors and deb- 
tors.” 

Warmbold remarked that Chan- 
celior Franz von Papen in July an- 
nounced that Germany firmly in- 
tended to pay its debts. 

“If the question of reducing the 
interest rate on Germany’s private 
debts to foreign countries should 
become a topic of discussion,” the 
Economics Minister continued, 
“Germany would not take one- 
sided steps in this direction but 
would seek an arrangement with 
the creditors. 

“Tt cherish the confident hope 
that, by agreement with Germany's 
private creditors, a transfer mora- 
torium may be averted.”

Oldsmobile Todas 
35 Years Old as 


Auto Manufacturer 


First Directors’ Meeting Held 
on Aug. 21, 1897—Paid 105 
Per Cent in 2 Years. 


— 


Oldsmobile, the veteran of the 
automobile industry, is 35 years old 
today. 

Aug. 21, 1897, a small group of 
men held the first directors’ meet- 
ing of Olds Motor Works. The 
minutes of that meeting contained 
just 52 words, the more important 
of which were “It was moved by 


Mr. Stebbins that the manager be 


authorized to build one carriage in 
as nearly perfect a manner as pos- 
sible and complete it at the earliest 
possible moment.” 

The manager did so, and this 
first “carriage’’—a single cylinder 
Oldsmobile with runabout body— 
is a museum piece in the Smith- 
sonian Institution, Washington, 
pe 

Later, a directors’ meeting au- 
thorized production of several hun- 
dred automobiles, So far as rec- 
ords go, this was the real start of 
quantity production. Prior to that 
the few automobiles in use had 
been. built as orders were received, 
but none had ventured to start 
manufacturing for a possible mar- 
ket that most people did not believe 
existed. 

How well these pioneers had 
gauged conditions is described by 
Mark Sullivan in the first volume 
of his - book, “Our Times.” He 
writea; 

“The capitalization of the firm 
was $350,000, but $200,000 was all 
the cash that ‘ever went into the 
company. The first two years it 
paid 105 per cent in cash dividends. 
That was the indisputable demon- 
stration that the automobile could 
be more than a rich man’s toy. This 
event, in 1900, was the birth of the 
“re eg as a commercial real- 
8 Age 

In 1905 Oldsmobile brought out 
a two-cylinder, curved dagh car. 
During the succeeding years it de- 
veloped larger and more luxurious 
automobiles with the Oldsmobile 
Limited, produced in 1910, the 
peak effort. The Limited had a 5x6 
motor and 42-inch wheels and won 
fame by racing one of the fastest 
trains in the country from Albany 
to New York, 

The same year the company was 
acquired by General Motors. Since 
it has continued a conservative 
progress and has made many con- 
tributions to the industry. These 
include pioneer work with multiple 
cylinder engines, the introduction 
of chromium plating and several of 
the mechanical advancements 
found on the 1932 Oldsmobile Six 
and Straight Eight. F 

Approximately 600 different cars 
have been introduced by the in- 
dustry since the first Oldsmobiles 
were manufactured. Today but 33 
names remain in the industry and 
Oldsmobile is oldest of all.

Chevrolet Reports

Says Free Wheeling 
Prevents Breaking 


Of Car Rear Axles 


More than 75 per cent of the 
failures of rear axles in cars is 
due to braking the car against the 
engine, according to W. C. Starkey, 
president of the L. G. 8. Devices 
Corporation. 

“The structure of steel is such 
that when'‘strain is thrown on it in 
one direction continuously, it lasts 
much longer than when sudden 
strains are thrown against it in 
both directions. When the driver 
brakes his car against the engine, 
there is a sudden snapback against 
the rear axle shafts, which often 
causes the steel structure to give 
way, resulting an #small crack in 
the body of the axle shaft. A suc- 
cession of such jerks or twistings 
ehlarges these cracks, finally re- 
sulting in the axle breaking. 

“When the driver of a car with- 
out free wheeling steps on the ac- 
celerator in low gear and suddenly 
lets up on the throttle, five times 


against the rear axle, twisting it 
backward with terrific strain. Most 
axle failures take place in low gear

With Pierce-Arrow, Drives 
to Do It Safely. 


Already credited with speed, hill- 
climbing and endurance records 
unequaled by any other, Ab Jenkins 
in his Pierce-Arrow 12-cylinder 


‘| roadster the past week drove his 


millionth mile. In the last six 
years he has driven more than 500,- 
}000 miles. 

He drove that distance without 
an accident of consequence, his 
most serious mishap being a 
scraped fender. 

Included in Jenkins’ million miles 
of driving were two transconti- 
nental record-breaking trips and a 
record-breaking rua on 
the Atlantic City Speedway. His 
trips have taken him into Canada, 
every state in the Union and Mex- 
ico, 

Discussing the causes of motor 
car accidents, Jenkins attributed a 
majority of them to two things: 

“In the first place,” he _ said, 
“many drivers actually ignore the 
fundamentals of safe driving. Al- 
most equally serious is the fact that 
very few people are alert when 
on the public hédghway. Every day 
I see average drivers taking 
chances that I would not dare at- 
tempt. Almost every week I see 
some of these highway maneuvers 
end disastrously. 

“One of the most common viola- 
tions, and certainly one of the most 
dangerous, is passing cars on hills 
or curves. When approaching the 
top of a hill, I always try to de- 
termine if there is enough,room 
for me to pass, should I meet two 
more cars‘coming abreast. If there 
isn’t, I keep my speed down, s0 
that I can deal with any emer- 
gency. a 

“Speed is not particularly dan- 
gerous if road and traffic condi- 
tions are favorable. While my 
Pierce-Arrow is capable of 107 
miles an hour or better, I often 
throttle down to 25 or 30 miles an 
hour, Of course, when the roadway 
is clear, I travel at higher speeds. 
Fast driving through cities and 
towns jeopardizes pedestrians as 
well as motorists. 

“On the highway I make it a 
point always to keep my side of 
the road—about a foot or a foot 
and a half from the edge. To run 
closer it involves the risk of a 
slight swerve off the road into a 
soft shoulder. This is especially 
dangerous in the spring, when the 
ground has thawed. 

“The safe driver always is alert 
to the skidding tendencies of au- 
tomobiles on different road sur- 
faces. Roads are most slippery 
when it starts to rain. After the 
rain has fallen for some time, sur- 
face oil is carried away on top of 
the water.”

An armored, specially-equipyecd 
V-8 Ford radio car is being oper- 
ated by the Kansas City Police De- 
partment. | 

The body of the car—a phaeton— 
is lined with nickel manganese 
steel a sixteenth of an inch thick. 
This bullet-proof steel also lines the 
doors, the cowl and the rear wall 
up to the top.” 

The windshield and the windows 
in the rear curtain are made of bul- 
let-proof glass, which is one and 
one-eighteenth inches thick and 
weighs 14% pounds to the square 
foot. 

The car carries three machine 
guns, one in a bracket on the rear 
of the front seat, and two under 
the top of the car, which was rein- 
forced for the purpose. 

Even the tires have been pro- 
tected from bullets by steel flaps 
on the front bumper, in front of 
the wheels, and on the rear bump- 
er, behind the wheels. 

The car, which can run 80 miles 
an hour has a siren, red lights, 
five in front, two on the cowl, one 
on each fender, a large one just be- 
low the radiator, two stop lights 
and four red flares. 

There is a dual generator system, 
one for lights and ignition, and the 
other for the siren and the radio.

The new Ford V-8 proved itself 


speed, in a series of tests conducted 
Thursday under the supervision of 
newspaper men. 

The first test was made on Air- 
line Hill, at the southeast entrance 
of Chain of Rocks Park on River- 
view Drive. With five men in the 
‘car, Starting from a dead stop in 
high at the bottom of the hill, the 
Ford V-8 went over the top at 36 
miles per hour. 

Previous tests conducted by S&t. 
Louis newspaper men recently 
have been with the idea of secing 
how fast the various cars tested 
get over certain hills. However, 
the Ford V-8 was then put to the 
test of seeing how slowly it could 
climb Airline Hill, The car, again 
from a dead stop in high, climbed 
the hill at five miles per hour, all 
the way up without bucking.

In the journals of all early travelers 
there is testimony to the importance of the 
mule in the settlement of the West. Here 
is evidence from “Travels in the Great 
Western Prairies,” by Thomas Jefferson 
Farnham. The year is 1839. The writer 
was traveling along Turkey Creek, a branch 
of the Arkansas, on his way to Santa Fe. 

“To add to our joy (it was the first day 
that the sun appeared), a herd of oxen 
and mules were feeding and lowing upon 
the opposite bank of the stream. They be- 
longed to the Messrs Bents, who have a 
trading post upon the Arkansas. One of 
the partners and thirtycodd men were on 
their way to St. Louis, with ten wagons 
laden with peltries. They were also driving 
down two hundred Santa Fe sheep, for the 
Missouri market. These animals are usually 
purchased from the Spaniards; and if the In- 
dians prove to be far enough from the tracks 
so as to permit the purchaser to drive them 
into the states, his investment 
is usually profitable. The 
Indians, too, residing along 
the Mexican frontier, not in- 
frequently find it convenient 
to steal large numbers of 
mules, etc., from their no less 
swarthy neighbors; and from 
the ease with which they ac- 
quire them, find themselves 
able and willing to sell them 
to traders for a very easily 
arranged compensation.”

I engineered 
that myself, to help out a man I ad- 
mired, Judge Emil Fuchs, owner of the 
club. He was paying me a pretty big 
salary. The club wasn't going anywhere 
and Fuchs was in a bad way for fi- 
nances. The fact that I was playing for 
the Braves didn’t seem to help the sit- 
uation at all. What they needed was a 
lot of new material. So, just to make 
it possible for Fuchs to get hold of 
some money and some new players, I 
suggested the deal with Chicago. 
(Hornsby was traded to the Cubs in 
Noveinber, 1928, for five players and 
$200,000.) That doesn’t look like I 
was tossed out of Boston, does it?

Rog admits that his departure from 
the New York Giants may have been 
due to a “run-in’’ with Secretary Jim 
Tierney. ‘“‘He and I didn’t get along 
very well and he had quite a drag with 
Mr. Stoneham, the president. That's 
about all there was to the New York 
deal. I always got along fine with 
everybody there and even Tierney and 
I are on speaking terms.” 


HEN Hornsby arrived in St. 
\ Louis—his home is at Robert- 

son, just outside this city— 
after his dismissal from the Cubs re- 
cently, there was talk of his succeeding 
Bill Killefer as manager of the Browns. 
Hornsby himself spiked that rumor 
even before Killefer signed a new 
contract. Hornsby told his close asso- 
ciliates that ‘‘positively under no cir- 
cumstances would I accept any offer 
to replace Killefer.’’ 

It will be recalled that. Killefer, in 
1926, declined to replace Hornsby as 
manager of the Cardinals after Rog 
had led the team to a world champion- 
ship with Killefer as his coach With 
this rumor of his being a candidate 
for Killefer’s job in mind, Hornsby 
said emphatically: 

“I'd like to have it understood that 
I have never gone looking for any job 
in baseball. Every job I have held 
was offered to me. They came after 
me to take the job. I never sought 
another man’s job since I’ve been in 
the game.”’ Although he didn't men- 
tion it, this expression of principle 
may have been intended also as an 
answer to the rumblings in Chicago in 
the winter of 1930 when it was pre- 
dicted that Hornsby would not be a

popular manager of the Cubs because 
he had undermined his predecessor, 
Joe McCarthy. Hornsby and the Cubs’ 
players have given that story the lie. 
Furthermore, this colorful, scrappy 
Texan went right on to capture the 
fancy of the Chicago fans to such an 
extent that there is now a report in 
circulation that he will be signed as 
manager of the Chicago White Sox 
next season. 

Despite his recent experience at Chi- 
cago, Hornsby continues to wear a 
cheery smile and his eyes twinkle as 
in the days when his only worry was 
getting base hits. He looks happy 
enough but he surely has become 
embittered toward the game.

‘I got a lot more fun out of base- 
ball when I was playing with the Car- 
dinals, although for almost ten years 
we were down in the race without a 
chance to win a pennant,’ he went on.

In June, 1925, Hornsby was ap- 
pointed manager of the Cardinals. The 
team was in last place. He instilled 
the winning, fighting spirit into a 
hopeless looking team and at the close 
of the following season, 1926, he had 
won the pennant and beaten the New 
York Yankees for the world champion- 
ship. Before Christmas day he was 
let out, traded by Sam Breadon to the 
New York Giants, presumably because 
of a disagreement over salary, but 
Breadon admitted that he was glad to 
be rid of the fiery Texan, pennant or 
no pennant. 

“T had a good club in 1926," said 
Hornsby in discussing his pennant 
winner. “A Manager can never win 
a pennant unless he has good material. 
But spirit was what won for us. Those 
fellows were fighting for every game 
and they were loyal to me. It’s spirit 
that wins, provided you have good ma- 
terial to start with.’’

office, Hornsby would naturally 
consider the circumstances under 
which McGraw operated most satis- 
factory. The manager of the Giants, 
until the time of his retirement 
this season, not only selected the 
players who would compose his 
team but he instructed them in 
fielding and batting and he directed 
the pitching. Hornsby, an acknowl- 
edged McGraw admirer, adopted some 
of the methods of his former leader 
and his attempts to tell his pitchers 
hew to work are said to have aroused 
some opposition in the Cubs’ organiza- 
tion. 

Hornsby says there is no truth in 
the report that the players resented 
his effort to be generalissimo. ‘The 
only pitcher I undertook to coach was 
Warneke and I think his record shows 
that the system worked pretty well,’’ 
explains Hornsby. Warneke has been 
the outstanding pitcher of the Cubs 
this season, although a youngster. 

“TI don’t think a manager should be 
dictatorial, or whatever you want to 
call it,”’ summarized Rog. “But he 
should have full charge of the club 
because he’s the man who loses his 
job if the team doesn’t win. Interfer- 
ence and second guessing never did 
anything but wreck a ball club.”’ 

Perhaps, then, I suggested, it would 
be a good idea to have.written into 
future contracts a clause specifying 
that there shall be no such interfer- 
ence. 

“IT don't want to answer that,”’ 
parried Hornsby. ‘‘When an offer is 
made to me I will discuss terms but I 
don't want“to be making any declara- 
tions in advance. I know that I'm no 
‘yes man’, that’s all.’ 

Whether there is anything deeper 
to the mystery of Hornsby’s succes- 
sive transfers may remain an un- 
answered question. Certain it is that 
Rog will not divulge anything further 
—for publication, at least. It is diffi-

Portrait of An Unkyown Lady 


HIS portrait tn relief is the forty- 
sirth in a series of masterpieces 
which are being prominently dis- 
played at the City Art Museum by 
Director Meyric Rogers. Each 
week one of the museum's rarest 
treasures is placed in the alcove to 
the left of the entrance. Each masterpiece will 
be reproduced in the Sunday Magazine of the 
Post-Dispatch, with an account by museum 
authorities of its history. The complete series 
will serve as an excellent guide to the most 


precious possessions of the city’s museum. 


The story of this portrait follows: 


The changing attitude toward art ushered 
in by the Renaissance not only permitted 
the painter or sculptor a new freedom of in- 
ventiveness in technique and design, but it 
also developed keenly his observation of hu- 
man personality and of the beauty of the 
human form as a thing in itself quite dis- 
sociated from symbolic or religious impli- 
cations. The path so ably blazed in this di- 
rection by the genius of Donatello was fol- 
lowed by a brilliant group of sculptors, 
among whom Desiderio da Settignano has 
been called ‘‘the most exquisite sculptor of 
the Quattrocento.”’ 

A follower of Donatello and possibly a 
pupil, Desiderio fell heir to the former's su- 
preme technical skill in the handling of mar- 
ble, and particularly to the subtle treatment 
of low relief, of which Donatello was vir- 
tually the inventor. His art, though re- 
stricted to the graceful and pleasant phases 
of life, has in this field scarcely an equal 
in its refined and emotional expression. 

The museum’s relief portrait in marble of 
a young woman which has been placed on 
special view this week embodies the ele- 


» gance of line and the refinement of execu-

tion characteristic of Desiderio’s portraiture. 
The subject, whose name is unfortunately 
unknown, was no doubt a member of the 
polite and cultured society which flourished 
in fifteenth century Florence. The distin- 
guished and graceful bearing evidences the 
elevated standing of the Italian gentlewom- 
an under the infiuence of the early Renais- 
sance, and her participation in the humani- 
ties. The characterization, though showing 
a careful observance of life, is by no means 
realistic in the modern sense—all those 
aspects not contributing to the patri- 
cian elegance of the effect have been gent- 
ly suppressed. The individualization is 
developed rather through the suggestion 
of spiritual qualities than by _ superfi- 
cial detail. 


HE beauty and perfection of the 
workmanship speak eloquently of the 
skill of the sculptor. The face and 

neck are fashioned with a delicate touch 
which subtly suggests the modeling by almost 
imperceptible gradations of shadow. The dif- 
ficult transition of this low relief into the 
bolder modeling of the shoulder is accom- 


plished in convincing style. The ear, pressed 


flat by the head band which conceals it, is 
beautifully suggested. To give emphasis 
to the delicate relief, the contours have been 
undercut, so that stronger shadows outline 
the aristocratic profile. 

The skillful handling of the marble 
evinced by Desiderio in portraits of this 
character becomes far more significant than 
clever technique. The suave and sensitive 
modeling, almost pictorial in its delicate 
vibrancy of light and shade, attains a sym- 
bolic and emotional quality interpretative of 
the refined and gracious character of the 
subject.

commission house alone 1200 
were shipped every three months. 
Hundreds of college freshmen and 
sophomores got a mule’s-eye view 
of the Atlantic. But it wasn't 
half bad, unless the crossing to 
Barcelona happened to be excep- 
tionally stormy. Sometimes, then, 
the mules got seasick, and that 
was very, very bad. But once in 
Spain the college valets were free 
to dismiss their charges and en- 
joy the boulevards of Paris, with 
a return-trip ticket safely stowed 
in an inside pocket. This free 
method of crossing to Europe, 
with 22 mules to each attendant, 
was enormously popular. 

Mules were shipped from East 
St. Louis to Italy, too, but this 
was the smaller pack mule, for 
use in the mountains. Thése 
brought $85 a head. And Ger- 
many imported Missouri mules. 
Now all exportation has stopped. 
The rate of exchange, and the 
general state of international 
trade, do not permit it. Because 
the-exchange is so heavily against 
them the Spaniards would have to 
pay in pesetas two and a half 
times what they would pay at the 
normal rate of exchange. More- 
over, the Spanish Republic per- 
mits its citizens to send only 5000 
pesetas in gold or silver currency 
out of the country.
